The prime minister, Mr. Bonar 
Law, found it necessary to coun- 
teract the misapprehension al- 
| leged to have been spread by the 
Labor party to the effect that 
abolition of the pensions ministry 
will be detrimental to the position 
of pensioners. Ie issued a state- 


ment emphasizing strongly | that 
the ch in the method of ad- 


ministration will do no harm 
whatever to the pensioners. 
Stanley Baldwin, in \a ch 
on Saturday, made a significant 
admission as new chancellor of 
the exchequer—namely, that 
much as the government desired 
to relieve the burden of taxation, 
no great reduction in expenditure 
could be expected immediately— 
it would be, in fact, a squeeze to 


balance the next year’s budget. 
The understanding between the 
Conservatives and Licyd Geo Lib- 
erale Je spreading, although it ie cause

- Atsacked Without Bitterness 

To his (Glosgow.. supporters. Mr. 
Lioyé (George yesterday delivered a 
strong, although not bitter attack on 
the new cabinet. His argument was 
that the coalition government was 
slowly but eurely leading the country 
out of the troubles inflicted upon it by 
the war. He declared that the new 
cabinet was inot comparable tv his in 
point of ability, and gave Balfour a 
moat colorful tribute, describing hie 
services to the country as immortal 
He whailenged fanyone to advance a 
sound reasou why his government 
should have been desposed. 

Lord Birkenhead, speaking after the 
ex-premier, paid hie reapect to the 
new ministere more eharply than 
Lloyd George had done. ie said that 
when Boner Law read ithe names of 
his cabinet in the papera he muat havo 
felt like Wellington, who, when some 
new |recruite were gent to ,jhim. ex- 
claimed: “I don't know what effect 
these troops will produce upon the 
enemy, but they frighten me.” 

From Edinburgh tthe last stages of 
Lioyd George's journey with Birken 
head to Whittingham, which was by 
car, were marked ‘by ecenes of great 
enthusiasm. It was an amaszingly 
cordial reception the former premier 
had from the etaid Scottish folk. 

Text of Addresses 

Mr. Licyd George's mpeech in full 
was as follows. i 

The last time I had the privilege of 
addressing an assembly in this hail I 
was ithe head of a coalition govern- 
ment, engaged in the task of directing 
and organizing the energies of tho 
nation /for the purpose of achieving 
victory. That victory has been achiev- 
ed. We achieved it because we all 
worked together without distinction of 
race, creed or party. It was uniced 
effort on the part of a united people. 
There were difficulties after the war, 
great difficulties, serious difficulties 
and jit will take @ Jong, long time to 
travel through them. We will not travel 
successfully through them except with 
wisdom, with care and with ae great 
@ (measure of unity as we can com- 


mand 
Broken Combination 

But the great combination which 
held us through the difficulties which 
followed the war by ite united efforts 
has tbeen broken up. And when I ar- 
ranged to address a meeting in <Glas- 
wow today I was under the impres- 
sion that before I arrived 1 should 
have had ome reputable explanation 
of a wanton act of sabotage. 

I neither saw mor heard anything, I 
was more perplexed than ever; and I 
think the nation is perplexed. Where 
was there a difference in principle? 
where was a challenge on policy? 
these things are generally rvflected in 
cabinet meetings. 

Politics and Politics 

When I jcome to a country which is 
famous for its political training and 
insight, I find people gust as bewilder- 
ed here as to the reason why. Parties 
and political combinations are like 

| every living thing born of time. There 
have been splits among parities, and 
political combinations have failed in 
the past, but there have always been 
great, deep-moving and explosive rea- 
gona, 

In the iast century parties mere 
split in twain. A coalition was form- 
ed, and then came a tendency to re- 
form agitation. i ] 

The Tory party was torn by the corn 
laws, and Liberal parties were torn by 
the home jrule (controversy, but even 
in all these cases there was a worthy 
motive. There was something that 
went to the consciences, hearta and 
| Intelligences jof the people. There were 
differences, 

Changed Opinions 

Could anybody tell me why, or 
where, there is u difference of opinion 
1 4 change in polley? these thinge 
are generally weflected,, In this divi- 
sion I think there are ten eminent ex- 
cabinent members, Four went one 
Way and six went my way, and ite no

reflection upon any of ua that the 
ablest and most experienced members 
have come out, [In fact, it is credit- 
ableto them. They were men of great 
ability and experience. Why? I have 
heard it was a question of policy. 

I have waited to see what (Bonar 
Law's explanation of the aituation fa. 
The heaviest expenditure was up to 
1981, an@ Bonar Law waa with us to 
that Gate. Since then, by one means 
or another, there has been the most 
drastic, the most ruthless retrench- 
ment effected. Horne was, with the 
help of the Geddes’ commission, able 
to cut down wery considerably, The 
present chancellor of the exchequer 
was a member of the government and, 
my [recollection is, was a member of 
the finance committee. I have never 
recalled any suggestion he made which 
would effect any further reduction, , 

No Fight 

Then there ig my old friend, my 
present friend and, I aincerely trust. 
my future friend, Bonar Law. I am 
fighting no pereonal battle. I should 
be ashamed if I were to fnvite the 
verdict of 21,000,000 electors upon a 
personal jssue, I won't do it, I wait- 
ed for Bonar Law's expression. I am 
more puzzied than ever. I cannot find 
that he pretends there was any dif- 
ference of opinion on any question of 
policy, He doesn't arraign our policy 
Or our administration. He talks about 
economy. Yes; but no man at the ex- 
chequer hae ever worked harder for 
economy or achieved more economy 
than {the late chancellor, Horne. He 
worked hard, he worked continually 
and he worked succeasfully. It was to 
effect. still more economy, and any 
business man knowe/you must go slow 
in effecting economy. It is not a 
question of putting a knife through a 
ledger. Tt hae to fhe done gradually 
and carefully. When you commence 
cutting a corn you must be careful not 
to cut into the blood. It te gradual 
businesa, and it was being done, IT 
don't know of anyone who haa left us 
who has fendered very conspicious as- 
sistance. 1 cannot recall a aingle case 
which would evoke any sentiment of

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A Oontrast 

Current evente in Great Britain 
serve to throw finto contrast the 
difference ‘between the British 
system of parliamentary govern- 
ment and ithe method by which the 
affairs of the neighboring repub- 
lie are carried on. At Washington 
the Congress may turn down a 
measure brought lin jby the admin- 
istration, or a dozen of them, and 
nothing happens beyond that. Tho 
Government continues to run its 
course until {the {four-year term 
has elapsed. For the time-being 
the administration is more or less 
independent of both Congress and 
oye opinion. There is No way 
»y which an executive that has 
lost public confidence can be made 
to resign and give way ‘to another 
which is in accord with popular 
sentiment or Congressional opinion 
But the day Lloyd (George {found 
that jhe no longer could command 
the ‘support of a majority in 
Parliament he resigned. The day 
he resigned another man was call- 
ed upon to form fp Government. 
And tthe day ‘he wes called upon 
the new Premier announced that 
a general election would be fheld 
immediately. 

Whatever may be the defects of 
the British system, there cannot 
be any doubt that it secures one 
thing -— responsible Government, 
The administration has to be in 
line with public opinion as repre- 
sented ‘by the members of parlia- 
ment, and when there is any doubt 
that parliament represents ‘public 
opinion correctly the voters are 
given a chance to settle the matter 
by the direct and unquestionable 
agency of the ballot box. The 
people of the,United States decide 
once in four years who ir to gov- 
ern them, and for that period they 
have to take what kind of govern- 
ment they get from the man and 
the party they ‘have chosen. In 


British countries a Government 


has no flease on life. It can last 
only so long as the public do not 
demand a change. When they do 
so the administration has to f‘ go.” 
the American system assures sta- 
bility at the expense of risking a 
Congressional deadlock when the 
members tease to have confidence 
in the administration. The British 
system ageures continuous respon- 
siveness ‘to ‘public opinion, at the 
capense of risking a turn-over of 
the administration and a general 
election as often as the circum- 
stances require. 


Another Orisis 

The steering committee of the 
Progressive party ffor Saskatche- 
wan has fbeen holding a meeting 
in Regina, seemingly under cir- 
cumstances which were somewhat 
embarrassing. It is moted ‘that. 
the nature of at least one proposal 
with which the committee dealt 
was mot divulged in session ‘‘ow- 
ing jto the presence of the press.’’ 
The inconvenient reporter has 
thus bobbed up again where he 
was not wanted, and put a damper 
on the proceedings by fhis /presum- 
ed intention to tell the public what 
went on. He may not be really to 
blame for jthat, of course. It may 
thave ‘been an accident of (mis- 
understanding, and not a deep 
laid plot on the part of the news- 
papers ito throw the directors of 
the new democracy into confusion. 
The man with the pencil may have 
thought he would be welcomed at 
the gathering. Our [Progressive 
friends have fbeen at some pains 
to make clear to the world that 
one jof the \political virtues fon 
which ithey hold a hard and fast 
monopoly is the willingness to dis- 
cuss matters of public importance 
in the full light of untinted and 
unobstructed publicity.

The Dominion deputy Minister 
of Railways, who is also an official 
of the National railways, reports 
as a result of the recent flying trip 
made by the board of directors 
that the system is in excellent con- 
dition, things booming all along 
the jline, and the outlook the best 
in years. That sounds good. With 
the biggest crop in the history of 
the West to be hauled out, natur- 
ally the railways are busy, and 
they seem to be handling the grain 
with more success than they ever 
had in moving a big crop before. 
But it might be well for the new 
directors to go easy in the matter 
of optimistic interviews. They may 
create a hope in the minds of the 
taxpayers that the concern is pay- 
ing ite way. Parliament is to meet 
soon, and if a deficit of fifty mil- 
lions or so has to be dropped on a 
popular supposition that the sys- 
tem is making money the resulting 
reaction will be awful, ,

Unitil reporta have been received 
from the suspended officers, furthar 
ection by the provincial government 
in the reor@anization of the force will 
be deferred 

Referring to reporia that E. J. E)- 


Mott, former chief of the provincial 
police, might succeed Col. liu-- na | 
head of the force, Mr. Craig stated | 


Mr. Elliott had not been mentioned 
or considered. 

Col. Rattray refused to discuss thie 
matter of the suspension. It is ex- 
pected ¢hat ha will make a written re- 
port to the attorney general later for 
the Investigation, giving his side of 
the story. Col. Rattray had @ dis- 
tinguished war record. 

On the outbreak of the war he took 
command of the 10th battalion, whien 
he led in France. Attached tempor 
arily to tho first division headquart- 
ers, he refoined the battalion soon 
after Festubert. In the fall of 1916) 
he took command of his territorial! 
reserve battalion at Bramshott. Ho 
was awarded the Distinguished Ser- 
vice order in January, 1916. 

It is understood the attorney gen- 
eral's department will give tach | 
police official] concerned every oppor- 
tunity of proving that all was done 
whieh should have been done before 
calling for his resignation.

Advance in Prices Which Were 
Quoted Saturday 


Trading in farm produce on the 
Rice street market @aturday'‘morning 
was characterized bya slight stiffening 
in pricea over the previous week. (The 
offering ‘wus Quite heavy but with a 
brisk demand for most lines of the 
dealers produce was cleaned up fairly 
well before noon. Dairy butter wae 
finding a ready market at 460 per 
pound. The prevailing price for eggs 
was 50c per dozen. A few dealers sold 
amall lots at 45c Hit the majority of 
the sales were at 0c. Most of the 
vendors reported that production of 
oggs has fallen off considerably during 
the past few weeks, 

There was a fairly large offering of 
squash, pumpkins and vegetable mar- 
rows at bo per pound. The demand at 
this price was fairly good. Carrots and 
heets were sold at 8c per pound, with 
turnips at 2e per pound. Weilery was 
offered in limited quantities at three 
bunches for 25c. Smal! quantities of 
tomatoes were sold at (160 per pound. 
Ontone fwere offered at 6c per pound. 

Potatoes sold at 600 per bushel 
which is m slight increase over last 
week. The demand at this price was 
fairly good, however, most of the salea 
were for emal! lots. ‘ 

Dressed poultry waa offered in gome- 
what larger quantities than usual and 
was finding @ ready gnarket. Spring 
chicken was sold at 20c per pound, 
with fowl at from Abc to 17¢ per 
pound, Ducks which were offered in 
limited quantities were eold at 26c per 
pound,
